(54) RADIO TYPE INFORMATION STORAGE MEDIUM HOUSING CASE 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide a radio type 
information storage medium housing case with which a 
radio type information storage medium can be 
satisfactorily housed and non-intended communication 
can be prevented. 

SOLUTION: Concerning a housing case 10a, the case is 
constituted in the form of bag so as to civer an almost 
entire IC card 300 at the time of housing, and the case 
itself is composed of a metal plate for disabling the 
communication function of the IC card 300. Besides, this 
IC card 300 has an opening for inserting/ejecting the IC 
card 300 and is constituted so that the rectangular IC 
card 300 can be attachably and detachably housed in 
lengthwise direction. Thus, the communication function 
of the IC card 300 can be disabled at the time of 
housing, unwanted communication is not performed and 
further, the problem of reading or writing illicit data can 
be avoided as well.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the Invention] This invention relates to the wireless type information storage medium 

receipt case which contains a wireless type information storage medium. 

[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art] In recent years, the noncontact IC card as a wireless type information 
storage medium is capturing the spotlight as an information storage medium which changes to the 
conventional IC card with a contact. This noncontact IC card can roughly be divided into a remote 
mold release noncontact IC card with a long communication range rather than a contiguity mold 
noncontact IC card with a comparatively short communication range, and this contiguity mold 
noncontact IC card. 

[0003] Although there is almost no great difference on use with the conventional terminal IC card, 
the contiguity mold noncontact IC card is characterized by not having a contact, and performs 
power-source reception required for the actuation inside a card, and data transmission and reception 
by non-contact. Therefore, there is an advantage of not generating the superannuation problem of the 
contact by the external environment, either, without the problem of wear of the contact which is 
generated in with a contact occurring in this case. 

[0004] On the other hand, since the communication range is long, a communication link in the 
condition of having carried the card is possible for a remote mold noncontact IC card, and it does not 
need to present especially a card. Moreover, since it says that a remote mold noncontact IC card has 
a comparatively long communication range, application by various social systems, the leisure 
system, and the welfare system is put in practical use by making a close leaving managerial system, 
an automatic wicket system, and the lift ticket of a skiing area into the start, and there is still more 
what will be developed towards utilization from now on. 

[0005] This remote mold noncontact IC card can specifically be operated by making a card approach 
the reader writer installed in various systems dozens of cm - several m. In this case, a card cannot be 
shown especially as mentioned above, but it can communicate also in the state of a cellular phone. 
[0006] That by which the receipt case which contains the above various wireless type information 
storage media formed plastic sheeting in saccate is known. Since the receipt case concerned does not 
bar a communication link when the above-mentioned remote mold noncontact IC card is contained 
in such a receipt case, a communication link in the condition of having contained the card is also 
possible. 
[0007] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention] However, especially in the above-mentioned 
conventional receipt case, since a communication link becomes possible into a receipt case put [ the 
card ] when a remote mold noncontact IC card is contained, there is a possibility that the unnecessary 
communication link which the pocket person of a card does not mean may be made, for example, the 
problem that the data in a card are unjustly monitored by others occurs. 

[0008] When a pocket person specifically passes near [ which does not wish to communicate ] the 
reader writer, there is a possibility that the communication link which is not meant may be 
performed. That is, the problem that read-out or the writing of data which he does not mean is 
performed, or read-out or the writing of inaccurate card data is performed occurs. 
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[0009] Then, while this invention is made in view of the above-mentioned situation arid containing a 
wireless type information storage medium good, it aims at offering the wireless type information 
storage medium receipt case which can prevent the communication link which is not meant. 
[0010] 

[Means for Solving the Problem] In the wireless type information storage medium receipt case where 
this invention contains a wireless type information storage medium with communication facility in 
order to solve the above-mentioned technical problem A part is equipped with the metal plate or the 
conductive film which makes impossible communication facility of said wireless type information 
storage medium by covering the communications antenna part of said wireless type information 
storage medium at least at the time of receipt. It is characterized by constituting the receipt case 
contained possible [ insertion and detachment of said wireless type information storage medium ]. 
[001 1] Thereby, a metal plate or a conductive film can make impossible communication facility of 
the wireless type information storage contained by that of a wrap in the communications antenna part 
at the time of receipt of a wireless type information storage. 
[0012] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Hereafter, the gestalt of operation of this invention is explained to a 
detail with reference to a drawing. In addition, the gestalt of the following operations cannot show 
one mode of this invention, cannot limit this invention, and can change it into arbitration within the 
limits of this invention. 

[0013] The wireless type information storage medium receipt case (only henceforth a "receipt case") 
by this invention contains wireless type information storage media, such as a remote mold 
noncontact IC card (only henceforth an "IC card"). 

[0014] Drawing 1 - drawing 5 are the external views showing the appearance of me outline of the 
receipt case by this invention. 

[0015] Drawing 1 (a) At the time of receipt, a case is constituted by saccate so that the whole may be 
covered mostly, and shown receipt case 10a is constituted by the metal plate (for example, copper 
plate) of IC card 300 with which the case itself makes communication facility of IC card 300 
impossible. Moreover, this IC card 300 is constituted so that it may have opening which inserts [ IC 
card / 300 ] and rectangular IC card 300 may be contained possible [ insertion and detachment ] in 
the direction of a long side. 

[0016] Furthermore, opening of receipt case 10a has the slitting section 1 1 put into slitting in the 
shape of a semicircle, and, thereby, can perform ejection of IC card 300 now easily. 
[0017] Drawing 1 (b) Shown receipt case 1 0b is drawing 1 (a). It is the shown horizontal-type type 
of receipt case 10a, and it is constituted so that opening may contain rectangular IC card 300 possible 
[ insertion and detachment ] in the direction of a shorter side. As fundamental except saying that 
receipt case 10b is a horizontal-type type a configuration as the above-mentioned receipt case 10a is 
almost the same. 

[0018] drawing 2 (a) what shown receipt case 20a is constituted by the metal plate with which a case 
background makes communication facility of IC card 300 impossible, and consists of transparence 
sheets with which a case side front can view the front face of contained IC card 300 - it is ~ this 
metal plate and the transparence sheet 22 - the whole - the time of receipt - IC card 300 - almost - 
- the whole -- a wrap ~ it is constituted by saccate like. In addition, if a metal plate is constituted so 
that the antenna section of IC card 300 may be covered at least, it can make communication facility 
into impossible. 

[0019] Moreover, the transparence sheet part of opening of receipt case 20a has the slitting section 
21 put into slitting in the shape of a semicircle. 

[0020] Drawing 2 (b) Shown receipt case 20b is drawing 2 (a). It is the shown horizontal-type type 
of receipt case 20a, and it is constituted so that opening may contain rectangular IC card 300 possible 
[ insertion and detachment ] in the direction of a shorter side. As fundamental except saying that 
receipt case 20b is a horizontal-type type a configuration as the above-mentioned receipt case 20a is 
almost the same. 

[0021] Thus, the receipt case by this invention may be the configuration that the whole case may 
consist of metals like [ in the case of drawing 1 ], and only one side consists of metals. It is possible 
to make communication facility of IC card 300 into impossible at the time of receipt, a 
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communication link is made by this superfluously at the time of case receipt by neither of the 
configurations, and read-out of inaccurate data or the problem of writing also becomes avoidable by 
them. 

[0022] Moreover, by using another side as a transparence sheet like [ especially in the case of 
drawing 2 ], when only one side is considered as a configuration with a metal plate, when visual 
inspection of IC card 300 is needed, there is an advantage of it becoming unnecessary to pick out IC 
card 300 from a case. 

[0023] Drawing 3 (a) Shown receipt case 30a is above-mentioned drawing 1 (a). The fundamental 
configuration except having considered as the configuration which contained the conductive film 32 
which makes communication facility impossible for the case itself instead of the metal plate which 
makes impossible communication facility in explained receipt case 10a, and having used the metal 
plate as the conductive film 32 is above-mentioned drawing 1 (a). It is the same as that of receipt 
case 10a almost. 

[0024] Thus, instead of a metal plate, even if it uses the conductive film 32, communication facility 
of IC card 300 can be made into impossible. Moreover, also when this conductive film 32 is used, it 
is also possible to use one side as a transparence sheet like the case of above-mentioned drawing ! . 
[0025] Drawing 3 (b) Shown receipt case 30b is drawing 3 (a). It is the shown horizontal-type type 
of receipt case 30a, and it is constituted so that opening may contain rectangular IC card 300 possible 
[ insertion and detachment ] in the direction of a shorter side. As fundamental except saying that 
receipt case 30b is a horizontal-type type a configuration as the above-mentioned receipt case 20a is 
almost the same. 

[0026] The receipt case 40 shown in drawing 4 consists of a stowage 41 which has opening which 

inserts [ IC card / 300 ] and contains IC card 300 possible [ insertion and detachment ], a pivot 43 

prepared in the end of this stowage 41, and rotation covering 42 which an end is attached in this 

pivot 43 and rotates a stowage 41 top by setting a revolving shaft as a pivot 43. 

[0027] The above-mentioned stowage 41 has the slitting section 45 put into slitting to opening in the 

shape of a semicircle while one side is constituted by the transparence sheet 44 at least. 

[0028] Moreover, the rotation covering 42 is constituted by a metal plate or the conductive film, and 

makes communication facility of IC card 300 impossible by covering a stowage 41 in a 

predetermined rotation location. In addition, if a metal plate or a conductive film is constituted so 

that the antenna section of IC card 300 may be covered at least, it can make communication facility 

impossible. 

[0029] Thus, although the receipt case 40 piles up the rotation covering 42 and a storage bag 41 in 
one and is in the condition of communication link impossible, it can usually make a communication 
link possible by setting a revolving shaft as a pivot 43 and rotating the rotation covering 42. 
[0030] The receipt case 50 shown in drawing 5 bends one side of the stowage 5 1 which has opening 
which inserts [ IC card / 300 ] and contains IC card 300 possible [ insertion and detachment ], and 
this stowage 51, and is attached in a stowage 51 possible [ closing motion ] as the section 53, and a 
stowage 51 consists of closing motion coverings 52 by which the method configuration of a wrap 
was carried out at the time of a closed state. 

[0031] The above-mentioned stowage 51 has the slitting section 55 put into slitting to opening in the 
shape of a semicircle while one side is constituted by the transparence sheet 54 at least. 
[0032] Moreover, by covering a stowage 51, the closing motion covering 52 is constituted by a metal 
plate or the conductive film so that communication facility of IC card 300 may be made into 
impossible. In addition, if a metal plate or a conductive film is constituted so that the antenna section 
of IC card 300 may be covered at least, it is enough to make communication facility into impossible. 
[0033] Thereby, although the closing motion covering 52 and a stowage 51 are put on one and it is in 
the condition of communication link impossible, a communication link usually becomes possible by 
opening the closing motion covering 52. 

[0034] According to the receipt case shown in drawing 4 and drawing 5 , since the stowage is 
usually covered with covering, a communication link is not made superfluously and read-out of 
inaccurate data or the problem of writing also becomes avoidable. Moreover, when a communication 
link is needed, also where IC card 300 is put into a case, a communication link becomes possible 
only by moving covering to a position. 
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[0035] Next, the system configuration of the remote mold non-contact IC card system with which IC 
card 300 contained by the above-mentioned receipt case is applied is explained. 
[0036] Drawing 6 is the system configuration Fig. showing the system configuration of the outline of 
a remote mold non-contact IC card system. 

[0037] As shown in this drawing, if it divides roughly, this remote mold non-contact IC card system 
will have a host computer 100, the system control device 400 connected to this host computer 100 
and the reader writer 200, and IC card 300 that performs the communication link by wireless to this 
reader writer 200, and a system configuration will be carried out. Thus, the constituted system is 
applied to for example, a close leaving managerial system. In this case, while a host computer 100 
performs hysteresis management of ON ****** based on the communication link between IC card 
300 and the reader writer 200, the unlocking signal of an electric lock is sent to the system control 
device 400, and can enable closing motion of the corresponding door with an electric lock. 
[0038] Here, the above-mentioned host computer 100 performs transceiver functional control of the 
reader writer 200, data storage of IC card 300 which the reader writer 200 received, control of the 
system control device 400, etc. In addition, it is also possible to consider as the configuration which 
adds and carries out the direct control of the control circuit of the system control device 400 to the 
reader writer 200 without a host computer 1 00 in a simple system. 

[0039] Moreover, it connects with the interface 201 which performs the communication link with a 
host computer 100; the data-processing section 204 which performs functional control of the reader 
writer 200, communications control with a host computer 100, etc., the sending circuit 202 and 
receiving circuit 205 which are connected to this data-processing section 204, and these sending 
circuits 202 and a receiving circuit 205, and the above-mentioned reader writer 200 is equipped with 
the antenna 203 which receives the sending signal of IC card 300, and is constituted while emitting 
the signal from a sending circuit 202. 

[0040] In the above-mentioned reader writer 200, a sending circuit 202 modulates the read-out 
command, the write command, and the write-in data to IC card 300 to arbitration, and has the 
function amplified to power required to emanate from an antenna. 

[0041] Receiving circuits 205 are magnification, a recovery, and a thing that carries out digital 
conversion about the modulation sending signal from the card 300 which the antenna 203 received. 
[0042] IC card 300 is equipped with the data-processing section 306 connected to the antenna 304 
which communicates with the reader writer 200, the power circuit 301 which is connected to this 
antenna 304 and supplies a power source to each part, the clock extract circuit 302, a sending circuit 
303 and an antenna 304 and the receiving circuit 305, and a sending circuit 303 and a receiving 
circuit 305, and the memory 307 connected to this data-processing section 306, and is constituted. 
[0043] In above-mentioned IC card 300, the antenna 304 has the function to receive the modulation 
sending signal from the reader writer 200, and the function to transmit the modulation sending signal 
of a card. 

[0044] A receiving circuit 305 transmits this signal to the data-processing section 306 while it 
amplifies and becomes irregular and carries out digital conversion of the signal received with the 
antenna 304. 

[0045] The data-processing section 306 performs analysis of a command and data from the signal 
transmitted from the receiving circuit 305. Moreover, in data read-out, the data-processing section 
306 reads the data of memory 307, and sends them to a sending circuit 303. Moreover, in data 
writing, the data to write in are written in to the predetermined address of memory 307. Furthermore, 
the data-processing section 306 sends the data which were read from memory 307 in card data 
transmission to a sending circuit 303. 

[0046] It becomes irregular, and power amplification of the sending circuit 303 is carried out to 
arbitration, and it sends the data which were transmitted from the data-processing section 306 in card 
data transmission to an antenna 304. 

[0047] The receipt case by this invention is applied to IC card 300 in the remote mold non-contact IC 
card system constituted as mentioned above. 

[0048] Next, the metal plate and the conductive film which constitute the above-mentioned receipt 
case explain a ****** operation and effectiveness to transmission and reception of the data in a 
remote mold non-contact IC card system. 



[0049] In addition, below, the metal plate and the conductive film of the above-mentioned receipt 
case explain a ****** operation and effectiveness to transmission and reception based on the 
measurement result in the receiving property system of measurement shown at drawing 7 . 
[0050] The receiving property system of measurement shown in drawing 7 consists of transmitting- 
side equipment and receiving-side equipment. 

[0051] The transmitting-side equipment of this receiving property system of measurement consists of 
a source 400 of a sending signal, a transmitting antenna 402, and a capacitor 40 1 . 
[0052] The source 400 of a sending signal of transmitting-side equipment generates the signal of the 
frequency fO of arbitration. 

[0053] Moreover, it corresponds to the antenna 203 of the above-mentioned reader writer 200, winds 
dimension 50mmx40mm and 20 numbers of turns, and considers as the loop antenna of 0.3mm of 
wire sizes phi, and the transmitting antenna 402 is an inductance Lt. 50 microhenries It has become. 
[0054] Series connection is carried out to an antenna 402, and a capacitor 401 is the capacity Ct. 
They are 3000p F. Therefo re, the resonance frequency fO in this transmitting side is [Equation 1]. 
f 0 = 1/ (2 W'L t C t) = 4 1 0k Hz 

It becomes. 

[0055] Moreover, receiving-side equipment consists of a receiving antenna 410, a capacitor 41 1 for 
resonance, a load 412, and an oscilloscope 413 (or impedance analyzer 430). 
[0056] It corresponds to the antenna 304 of IC card 300, and it is the thing of the transmitting 
antenna 402 and this property, and winds dimension 50mmx40mm and 20 numbers of turns, and a 
receiving antenna 410 is the loop antenna of 0.3mm of wire sizes phi, and an inductance Lt. 50 
microhenries It has become. 

[0057] Parallel connection is carried out to an antenna 410, and a capacitor 41 1 is the capacity Ct. 
They are 3000p F. Resonance frequency is f0=410k Hz also here. It is the same as that of transmit 
frequencies. 

[0058] A load 412 is resistance Rr =lk omega. 

[0059] By the following measurement, measuring the voltage swing of the both ends of a load 412 
etc. with an oscilloscope 413 (or impedance analyzer 430) estimated the receiving property, and the 
effectiveness which the receipt case by this invention does was considered. 
[0060] (1) By the receiving property system of measurement shown in measurement drawing 7 of a 
received electrical potential difference, reduction of the received electrical potential difference under 
the effect of metaled was measured first. 

[0061] Drawing 8 shows the configuration at the time of measuring reduction of the received 
electrical potential difference under the effect of metaled. 

[0062] As shown in drawing 8 , by this measurement, it measured by newly adding a copper plate 
420 by the receiving property system of measurement shown by drawing 7 . 
[0063] A copper plate 420 corresponds to the metal plate and the conductive film in a receipt case of 
this invention, a dimension is 90mmx60mm here, and thickness is 0.5mm. Moreover, by this 
measurement, a copper plate 420 is in the condition stuck at the antenna 410, and is the lap length of 
a copper plate 420 and the receiving-side antenna 410 XI It is referred to as [mm] and is this XI. - 
The both-ends electrical potential difference V of the load 412 at the time of moving in the range 
from infinity to 70mm whose cores of an antenna 410 and a copper plate 420 correspond was 
measured. 

[0064] Drawing 9 shows the measurement result of measurement of this received electrical potential 
difference. 

[0065] In the case of XI =0mm, the both-ends electrical potential difference of a load 412 increased 
V=230m Vpp and a little by V=200m Vpp by XI —infinity so that the measurement result shown in 
drawing 9 might show, but it is in the inclination which decreases to XI =70mm, and, henceforth 
[ XI = 50mm ], was set to V= 0. This phenomenon is the inductance Lr of the antenna 41 0 by a 
copper plate 420 approaching an antenna 4 1 0. In order to change therefore, in order that the 
resonance frequency of a receiving side may change, the receiving sensibility of a sending signal will 
decrease. Thereby, when IC card 300 is contained in the receipt case of this invention, it turns out 
that receiving sensibility decreases under the effect of metaled. 

[0066] (2) Explain measurement of receiving-side resonance frequency, next the measurement about 
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change of the receiving-side resonance frequency under the effect of metaled. 

[0067] Drawing 10 shows the configuration at the time of measuring change of the receiving-side 

resonance frequency under the effect of metaled. 

[0068] As shown in drawing 10 , this system of measurement is changed to an oscilloscope 413 in 
the receiving side in the system of measurement of drawing 8 , connects the impedance analyzer 430, 
and removes a load 412 further. 

[0069] The copper plate 420 was made to approach an antenna 410 like drawing 8 in such system of 
measurement. The result of having measured the frequency fr from which an impedance serves as 
max as resonance frequency with the impedance analyzer 430 in this condition is shown in drawing 
11. 

[0070] It is XI so that the measurement result of drawing 1 1 may show. - Resonance frequency 
became twice [ about ] when the case where it was infinity was compared with the case where it is 
70mm. That is, when the inductance of the formula of the above-mentioned resonance frequency to 
the antenna 410 is XI =70mm, it is about 1 / 4 times as many 12 microhenries as this. It is surmised 
that it has extent. 

[0071] Moreover, the same property was acquired even if it performed the pile of a copper plate 420 
at the tooth back of an antenna 410. 

[0072] Above (1) (2) From a result, by making a metal approach the antenna 304 of IC card 300 can 
explain making a communication link condition with the reader writer 200 into aggravation or 
impossible. 

[0073] Therefore, since according to the receipt case by this invention the resonance frequency of a 
card is changed at the time of receipt while metal plates or conductive films decrease in number the 
receiving sensibility of a sending signal, it is possible to make it communication link disabling. 
Thereby, when you do not wish to communicate, even if it possesses IC card 300 in the 
communications area of the reader writer 200, a communication link is not made superfluously. 
Moreover, read-out of inaccurate data or the problem of writing is also avoidable. 
[0074] 

[Effect of the Invention] According to this invention explained in full detail above, the following 
effectiveness is done so by having considered as the configuration mentioned above. 
[0075] It is possible by considering the receipt case of the remote mold noncontact IC card as a 
wireless type information storage medium as the configuration containing a metal or a conductive 
film to change the resonance frequency of a card at the time of receipt, and to make it 
communication link disabling. Therefore, when you do not wish to communicate, even if it possesses 
a card in the communications area of a reader writer, a communication link is not made 
superfluously. Moreover, also when read-out of inaccurate data or the problem of writing could also 
be avoided and a communication link is needed, it is usable where a card is put into a case. 
[0076] Furthermore, there is no troublesomeness which picks out a card from a case with 
constituting some cases from a transparence sheet also when card presentation is required.
